Spanos reported that this is of 
great concern to us as we are 
seeing an increase in crime in 
several areas and he feels it is 
occurring as a result of alcohol 
consumption. 

Sheriff Spanos has initiated a 
direct contact between his office 
and holders of county and city 
beer licenses to enlist their aid in 
controlling the illegal sale of 
beer. 

It was noted that one of the 
biggest problems facing 
merchants is the false use of
